FOUR YEARS FOR 
ATTORNEY FOUT! 


Sentence Passed on Lawyer 
for Violating Homestead 
Laws, 


WILL ENDEAVOR TO GIVE 
BOND FOR AN APPEAL 


Two Offenses Against Federal Statutes 
Established by Prosecution, Fol- 
lowing Dismissal of Other 
and Similar Charges. 


Frederick W. Fout, Jr., a lawyer, with 
an office at 911 Locust street, was sen- 
tenced to four years in the Missouri peni- 
tentiary Friday morning by Judge Amidon 
of South Dakota, sitting for Judge Adams, 
in the United States District Court. 

After a trial lasting three days, Fou 
was found guilty by a jury Thursday after- 
noon of vielating the homestead laws on 
two counts. 

Friday morning Fout's attorneys offered 
the conventional motions for a new trial 
and in arrest of judgment, which were 
overruled. 

Fout was held a prisoner in United States 
Marshal Morsey's office while his attorneys 
were perfecting an appeal. His friends say 
bond will be furnished for him Friday aft- 
ernoon. 

Federal officials say that Fout was indict- 
ed once before by the Federal grandjury, 
but that the case was knocked out when 
the court sustained a demurrer to the in- 


formation. 
This time his attorney, Judge Krum, of- 


fered demurrers to some of che counts In 
the indictment against Fout, «hich were 
sustained. Demurrers to two of them were 
overruled, however, and ths c::se went to 


trial. 

Charlies A. M. Schiierholz, special agent 
of the interior department, was associated 
with District Attorney Dyer in the prose- 
cution of the case against Fout. 

Federal officials say Fout Las heen en- 
gaged for several years in handling’ pen- 
sion claims, homestead claims and other 
business regulated by Feder] statutes.

Forest Park Cottage Proprietor Has

Former State Senator Charles Schweick- 

art, proprietor of Forest Park Cottage, 
and a politician of prominence and weaith, 
has related under pressure to Circuit At- 
torney Foik details of the boodle scandals 
which disgraced the general assembly of 
1899. - 
“ Fearing the consequences of “denying 
everything,” as his friends advised him to 
do, Schweickardt has imparted in plece- 
meal fashion his knowledge of legislative 
corruption. 

Further, he confesses that he was him- 
self a boodle agent, and says: 

“I usually controlled four St, Louis sena- 
tors and acted for them.’”’ 

It appears that the ‘“‘squad system” was 
in effect four years ago. Briefly, this con- 
sisted of dividing the combine into three 
or four divisions and appointing a certain 
senator to look after each. 

“Charlie’’ Schweickardt managed the St. 
Louis .contingent, with the exception of 
Senator “Jim” Rollins, who preferred to 
act independently, or at least try to be one 
of the “big guns” himself. 

It seems Schwejckardt kept “the boys” 
in line on all propositions, and called reg- 
ular meetings to coach them on the differ- 
ent bills before the assembly. 

He told each how much he could make 
on this measure and that one. 

Schweickardt’s method was to find out 
how the lobby stood on a certain ‘measure. 

This was followed by an interch 
views with the wt, and sud 
some one would place money in Schweick- 
ardt’s hands.

At first he in- 
tended not to talk at all, but once ques- 
tioned closely he broke down, and now the 
circuit attorney believes he will get from 
him all the facts of boodling four years 


ago. 

Schweickardt was never regarded as a 
brilllant statesman. He was given credit 
for shrewdness and cunning, and accord- 
ing to his legisiative friends. ‘‘Charlie’’ 
could always scent the coin when import- 
ant legislation was pending.

Russia, May 15.—Dr. Doroschewski, the 
head physician of the National Hospital 
at Kishineff, after examining the dead and 
wounded has given the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respomdéent the following specific instances 
of hideous cruelty: 

“A Jewess, named Sura Fonarschi, was 
brought here with two nails, 7 inchés long, 
driven into her brain through her nose. She 
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died. 

One Jew was brought in with one hip, 
both ankles and wrists broken, his sévered 
4ands and feet dangling by the skin. 

“A, Jew named Oharifon lost his upper 
and under lips, which had been cut away 
with a kitchen knife, after which his 
tongue and windpipe had been pulled out 
through his mouth with pinchers. 

The ears of a Jew named Selzer had 
been cut away and his head battered in 12 
places. He was a raving maniac. 

“At the corner of Spischnof and Gostinof 
streets a2 woman about to become a mother 
was dargged from her house, seated in a 
chair within a circle of her tormentors, 
laughing dtabolically, and slashed. The 
babe was cut in two. 

“A, Jewish girl was assaulted by several 
brutes who then cut her eyes out with a 
pocket knife. 

“One woman, after trying to defend her 
children, was thrown upon the pavement, 
Gigemboweled and feathers and horsehair 
from her bed were stuffed into her body. 

“All the half-grown girls were assaulted 
until they died. 

“Small children were flung out of win- 
dows and trampled upon by the mob. 

“Forty-seven were killed on the spot, 80 
died of their injuries and 30 are under 
treatment. Many will be cripples for life.”’

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POLICE POINTED ouT|} 
JEWS TO THE MOB

LONDON, May 16.—The victims in the 

Kishineff massacre number 1000, according 
to the latest information received by the 
Jewish Chronicle of London. 

Of these at least 65 were killed and more 
than 300 mathmed or crippled for life. 

The damage to property is esttmated at 
1,000,000 rubles (about $510,000). The Jewish 
Chronicle says editorially: 

“We charge the Russian government with 
responsibility for the Kishineff massacre.; 
If Burope does not, on the present occa- 
sion, dissoctate itself from the leprous 
taint of this barbarian power, it writes its 
humanity down a sham and its civilization 
an organized hypocrisy.’ 

The cardinal fact of the whole tragedy fs 
that the massacre was organized and 
abetted by Russian authorities. 

The killing and pillaging were done un- 
der cover of the troops and the police. 

During the two days the massacre lasted 
the governor did not leAve his house. 

Telegraphic communication with 
Petersburg was stopped. 

All the participators in the slaughter— 
who were chiefly imported hirelings—wore 


red shirts. 

An eye witness is guctes as saying: 

“The police and the troops formed cir- 
cles in the center of which the slaying 
and looting was going on, the Macon point- 
ing out the houses of the Jews to the mob. 

@ newspaper Woschod of St. Poters- 

burg was suppressed for printing the facts. 

Jew-baiting is now spreading throughout 
southern Russia, stimulated by stories of 
so-called ritual murders. 

The judicial inquiry into the massacre is 
mot intended to disclose the facts but to 


smother them up.

Few of Mayor’s Appointees 


Disgust fijls the hearts of the Democrat- 
ic ward workers of St. Louis over the 
failure of the machine to thoroughly Tam- 
manyize the municipality. 

Since the election of Mayor Wells two 
years ago they have looked fondly forward 
to the day when there would be a glorious 
harvest of 3000 jobs for the “boys’” who 
were “right,”’ and who stood by the organ- 
ization.

When the list of jobs the Jefferson Club 
is to get is finally compiled the plan is to 
divide them equally between the 28 wards. 
Tach committeeman will have the selec- 
tion of the job holders fro mhis particular 
ward. 

“That is the Tammany style,” said the 
machine man to the Post-Dispatch, ‘‘but 
we have a tougher proposition than Tam- 
many ever had. Tammany only had jobs 
to distribute when a Democrat was mayor 
of New York, and when he was Tammany 
owned him. He gt least worked with the 
organization, and Tammay had smooth 
sailing. Well, you know how Rolla Wells 
works with us. He refused to tell us in 
advance one man he would appoint.” 

As a result of the system followed by

But a perfect 
watch never has been made, and he is 
sure to get fooled after a while. The 
most carefully constructed watch is Hable 
to all sorts of freakish performances. 

“Not long ago 15 was considered the 
full jewel of a watch. Now they are mak- 
ing them with 23 jewels. The processes of 
watch construction grow more complex 
and expensive every day, and still the per- 
fect timepiece seems a long way off. My 
advice is, don't bet on you watch. No ab-" 
solute test for the main spring has ever 
been devised, and one doesn't know what 
may happen. 

*“‘Watches are regulated for various tem- 
peratures and for various altitudes. Al- 
lowance is made for how much the wear- 
er may move about, and for the position 
of the timepiece in the pocket. Sometimes 
the works are even made of gold, because 
that metal is least affected by heat and 
cold. And yet, with all these precautions, 
variations from the correct time still oc- 
cur. The Swiss watches have long been 
considered the most accurate timepieces 
made anywhere. They are so yet. But I 
wouldn't risk my money on any one of 
them.
